Seven hundred ships, 1,200 tons each, 
are estimated as. necessary to transport the 
California grain crop to Europe; only 
550 sail can be reckoned on. 


The Democratic State Central Com¬ 
mittee met at Saratoga on Friday last, 
and decided to call the State Convention 
on the 16th of September, at Syracuse. 


One of the interesting features of the 
State Fair will be Seth Green’s tent, 
where will be properly displayed and 
explained the whole process of piscicul¬ 
ture. The tent will be forty feet in di¬ 
ameter. 


The Great Western Railway Company 
of England lias abandoned the broad for 
the narrow guage. The change of guage 
of the whole line was effected in three 
days, and with it ends the broad-gitage 
system in Great Britain. 


Temperance is encouraged in the Brit¬ 
ish navy by giving the men who do not 
want grog its equivalent in tea and sugar 
or in money. Nearly all the strictly 
temperate men in the navy wear a good 
conduct stripe. 


— A contract for the service of two 
hundred convicts at Auburn, at thirty 
five cents per day per man, for the term 
of two years, has been awarded by the 
board of inspectors, to Messrs. Barber, 
Dunn & Co., shoe manufacturers at the 
prison. The firm have twenty days ex¬ 
tra time to organize their working force. 


During the past four years there has 
been a remarkable increase in the wheat' 
production of Nebraska. In I860, the 
first year in which wheat culture received 
any special attention in that region, the 
total product was but 148,867 bushels. 
The product for 1873 was 3,000,000, 
notwithstanding the fact that it was an 
unfavoi-able year for agriculture. 


China has an ancient grudge against 
Japan, and the Japanese expedition to 
Formosa is reported as likely to be an 
occasion of war. And the fact that two 
Americans, one a consular officer and the 
other a naval officer, both on leave of 
absence, and one as diplomatic agent in 
the interest of peace, accompanied the 
expedition's remonstrated against by 
the Chinese as a violation of international 
law. 


A Committee of the Canadian Senate 
has reported on certain petitions for a 
prohibitory liquor law, which were pre¬ 
sented with over 300,000 signatures. 
They find that Canada derives over $3,- 
000,000 a year revenue from the liquor 
traffic, and that about one-half the crimes 
committed are the result of intemperance, 
while drunkenness is rapidly increasing, 
especially in the largo cities. 


Judge Dillon, of the United States 
Court, has rendered a decision in the fa¬ 
mous Osage ceded land case in favor of 
the settlers. This case covers title to 
nearly one million acres of land, on 
which are located the homes of nearly 
30,000 people, claimed by the Leaven¬ 
worth, Lawrence k Galveston, and the 
Missouri, Kansas & Texas railway com¬ 
panies. The case will probably be car¬ 
ried to the Supreme Court. 


The four-mile race at Saratoga, Thurs¬ 
day, was won by Fellowcraft, Wanderer 
second, Katie Pease third ; the time 
was 7:19^, a quarter of a second better 
than Lexington’s time. 

Judge Sanford E. Church positively 
declines being the democratic candidate 
for Governor. 

Judge Blatchford, of New York, has 
decided that the United States district 
attorney is entitled to two per cent, and 
the United States Court clerk one per 
cent, in all moneys recovered in custom¬ 
house seizure suits notwithstanding the 
moiety law. 

The English government has received 
advices that the Spanish Republicans 
fired on the English ship Fly, off the 
north coast of Spain. 

Marshal Bazaine denies that he had 
any accomplices in his escape, and any 
assistance but from his wife and nephew. 
He escaped because of the humiliating 
prison regulations, and because lie had 
not been tried by his peers. The French 
government will vigorously proseoute the 
judicial proceedings in relation to the es¬ 
cape of Marshal Bazaine. 

Two German men-of war have sailed 
from Plymouth to Spain. 

James Freeman, the Philadelphia dia¬ 
mond robber, was brought into court, 
Saturday, to be sentenced, but jumped 
out of the window and escaped. 

Saturday, the government shipped 
twenty millions of the new loan to Roths¬ 
child of the Seligman syndicate. 

Gov. Osborne, of Kansas, telegraphs 
to Washington that the Osage Indians 
have declared war, and that the State is 
poorly prepared to combat them. 

The propeller City of London, Chica¬ 
go and Collingwood, was burned at Col- 
ling’s Inlet, Thursday; a deck hand 
named Campbell perished. 

J. W. Porter, of Illinois, has been ap¬ 
pointed Superintendent of the Treasury 
Department, vice Hurston, resigned. 

There was a disastrous typhoon at Na- 
gaski, China, Thursday; several lives 
were lost. 

The French government has begun 
proceedings against three Paris journals, 
for publishing Bazaine’s letter concerning 
his escape. 

The refusal of Russia to recognize the 
Spanish republic causes the other powers 
to delay complete recognition ; Austria 
and Germany have sent credentials to 
their representatives at Madrid. 

Wednesday a package containing $2,- 
000 was snatched from the hands of Ed¬ 
ward Downing, while he was coining 
from a bank in New York. 

State Treasurer Raines has been rein¬ 
stated. 

The Commercial says the favorable ac¬ 
count coming daily to hand relative to the 
harvest in Europe has materially depress¬ 
ed the priceof flour and wheat, the form¬ 
er showing a decline of 25 to 50 cents 
per barrel, and the latter 5 to 10 cents 
per bushel. 

The Wyoming and Lackawanna Val¬ 
ley Coal Companies have stopped busi¬ 
ness until September; 20,000 men and 
boys are thrown out of employment. 

A rise in the Mississippi broke the 
boom above St. Anthony’s Falls, Sunday 
night, and let $12,000 worth of logs over 
the falls; considerable damage w.as done 
to darns by the escaping logs. 

Indian outrages are reported from 
various points, but nothing of a serious 
nature has occurred. 

A fire in South Bend, Tnd., destroyed 
property to the amount of $300,000. 

The Carlists have extinguished the 
lights on the Spanish coast between San 
Sebastian and Bilboa. 

At Toronto, Sunday, a boy of ten 
shot and killed his sister, a young lady 
of twenty, daughter of Rev. Mr. Day. 
No cause is assigned for the act. 

A colliery explosion near Hauly, Eng¬ 
land, Monday, killed eight miners. 

The Le Nord says it would be a bad 
precedent for Russia to recognize a 
government founded on a coup d? etat, 
and. wholly without legal sanction. 
When Marchal Serrano’s government 
completely fulfills the conditions of an 
established power, Russia will hasten to 
recognize it.

The Boston Board of Health have in¬ 
stituted an analysis of various articles of 
common consumption. They find sugar 
absolutely free from pernicious mixtures, 
and the popular notions that sugar is ex¬ 
tensively mixed with flour and sand, to 
be unsupported by facts. Confectionery, 
according to their report, is vilely mixed 
with poisons ; the white candies are com¬ 
posed largely of alum and plaster of 
Paris. Seven samples of coffee were ex¬ 
amined, and all, save one, were grossly 
adulterated. Teas, especially cheap black 
teas, were found to be in the same evil 
case. Hair dyes and skin enamels prove 
to be slow poisons. 


Capt. Merrimon, of the Revenue Ma¬ 
rine Service, is about to start West to 
select life-saving sites on the lakes. 
There are to be sixteen complete life¬ 
saving and thirteen life-boat stations 
established on these shores. Four of 
these will be on Lake Ontario, five on 
Lake Erie, four on Lake Superior, and 
sixteen on Lake Michigan. Capt. Mer¬ 
rimon is also to locate five new stations 
on the coast of Virginia, five houses of 
refuge in Florida, one station in Oregon, 
three on the coast of Washington Terri¬ 
tory, and four on that of California. 
Every one will rejoice in these humane 
enterprises. 


The American velocipede seems to have 
disappeared,but the Englishman at home 
still keeps his bicycle. The Middlesex 
Bicycle Club recently raced for the cap¬ 
taincy and subcaptaincy, all the way 
from Bath to London, a distance of 106 
miles. The time made by Walker, the 
winner of the race, is one hour less than 
the fastest stage coach ever performed 
the journey from London to Bath in, 
and is the best bicycle traveling on record, 
his pace exceeding ten and a half miles 
per hour, including stoppages. Mr. Spar¬ 
row, the starter, although upward of 
fifty years of age, followed the competi¬ 
tors on his bicycle, and performed the 
whole journey in fifteen hours, including 
Stoppages. 


The long statement of Francis D. 
Moulton, made in reply to Rev. Henry 
Ward Beecher, will of course be read 
with intense interest; but we apprehend 
it will not be found to add anything of 
much importance to the documents pre¬ 
viously in the case. He produces nothing 
that is equivalent to a confession of adul¬ 
tery on the part of Mr. Beecher, and his 
explanation of the black-mailing feature 
of the affair is not satisfactory. He 
shows, however, that up to the very 
last moment, in fact up to July 13, 1874, 
long after Mr. Beecher discovered that 
he had been blackmailed, he was writing 
him letters of the most affectionate and 
confiding character! 

We do not see that this statement will 
change anybody’s opinion upon th£ main 
question.— K Y. Sun

true ; for while witnesses dole out their 
testimony with such a niggard hand, tell¬ 
ing just as much or as little as they like, 
and the accusers insist upon hearing - the 
defense before they develop the case for 
the prosecution, a court of law seems to 
be the only power which can find out 
whether anybody knows anything. We 
have had enough of scandal, conjectures, 
inference and hearsay, with threats of 
disclosures in reserve. Now we should 
like to have a little sifting of evidence.

it. I cannot see tho sun in the morning 
until half past seven and it is out of sight 
by half past five p. m. We came from 
Denver here by railroad 38 miles and 
12 miles by stage. The railroad is a 
three foot gauge ; t he engine and cars in 
proportion to the track. The road is 
very crooked ; one can look ahead 
300 feet ; it looks as though the cars 
were going into a high mountain, and 
looking tho same distance back you can¬ 
not see where the caj-s came from. So 
they wind around with the stream, called 
Clear Creek, for two thirds of the way, 
the balance by stage drawn by four and 
six horses. There are three different 
coaches, about one hour apart. 

I staid at Georgetown ten days. The 
air is very fine and cool, it being very 
much higher than Denver. Myself and 
two gentlemen from Ohio went on the 
top of Gray’s Peak. leaving George¬ 
town at 7 A. m., wo arrived at the top of 
the mountain at 1 p. m., a distance of 14 
miles, an elevation of 5,998 feet. We 
took our dinner with us and ate it on the 
highest point of Gray’s Peak, 14,450 feet 
above tho level of tho sea, the highest 
point I ever arrived at and the highest 
point I ever expect to reach. I always 
thought if I ever got very high in this 
world I should have to work for it, and 
I think I bad to work some that day. We 
took two horses and u. market wagon, put in 
two saddles, drove twelve miles, took off 
the harness, saddled the horses aud 
started on, one of the company on foot, 
the other two on horseback, changing 
around. Within 1200 or 1500 feet we 
tied our horses to a rock, and climbed to 
the top, had a grand view of tho country 
and mountains for one hundred miles, 
and returned to Georgetown at six o’clock 
in the ovoning. One of the men with 
me weighed 195 lbs; he was nearly used 
up.

POSTPONEMENT OF THE DEDICATION OF 
THE CLERC MONUMENT. 

We have received notice from Mr. 
H. W. Syle to the effect that the monu¬ 
ment is unavoidably delayed in Scotland, 
and for this reason the dedication lias 
been postponed from Wednesday, the 
2d, to Tuesday, the 8th of September, 
on which day we are assured the ceremo¬ 
nies will undoubtedly come off. We 
hope there will be no further delay, and 
that this necessary delay will not deter 
any from being present. 


Borne Institution for the Instruction of 
the Deaf and Dumb. 

The title is rather visionary to be sure. 
But then it is well to learn to call things 
by their right names, even though we 
must stretch our belief and fall back up¬ 
on anticipation. At this writing the 
institution is not a fixed fact, but we 
hope and believe that before this article 
goes to press, it will be. 

The circumstances which have led to 
this effort to establish an institution in 
Central New York, are few and simple. 
The knowledge that there were numbers 
of the deaf in the remoter parts of the 
State, destitute of means of education on 
account of distance, pecuniary inability, 
and in not a few cases, owing to the igno¬ 
rance of the proper guardians, was suf¬ 
ficient in the minds of those who take 
more than a passing interest in the wel¬ 
fare of our mute population, to take ad¬ 
vantage of the first favorable opportunity 
to try and erect an institution near them. 

Prominent instructors of the deaf had 
from time to time expressed the opinion 
that an institution was really needed 
somewhere between New York and Buf¬ 
falo, and those who had access to the 
statistics received from time to time and 
through divers sources, had no doubt but 
that it was imperative. But the man 
who has taken the first practical steps 
toward accomplishing what everybody, 
almost, conceded to be a necessary object, 
is Mr. Alphonso Johnson. A resident 
of Northern New York, he has had 
visible evidence of the necessity of such 
an institution, and wherever he made 
inquiry, that need was constantly forced 
upon him. A month ago, being in a 
position to make a decided effort, he lost 
no time in beginning his work. 

Rev. Dr. Gallaudet, who needs no in¬ 
troduction to our readers as a zealous, 
faithful and successful worker in the 
cause, kindly offered his services and 
they have been most valuable. 

Several cities were thought of previous 
to any actual attempt, but one by one 
were rejected on account of their unfa¬ 
vorable location. Syracuse or some city 
near it, was, after deliberate considera¬ 
tion, judged to be the best place in which 
to start the school. But whatever might 
be the final selection it was decided to 
keep on the line of the Central Railway. 
After interviews, personal and otherwise, 
with many prominent men it was found 
that everything pointed in favor of Rome. 
To Rome accordingly the gentlemen pro¬ 
ceeded, and began their efforts on Tues¬ 
day, August 4th. They providentially 
succeeded in interesting several of the 
leading business! men of the place, and 
a public meeting was advertised to be 
held at the Court House on Friday, the 
fourteenth. At the hour named (7£ 
o’clock p. M.) the hall was filled with a 
respectable and appreciative audience. 
The Hon. Calvert Comstock was appoint¬ 
ed Chairman of the meeting, and it was 
opened with prayer. After a few intro¬ 
ductory remarks by the Chairman, Dr. 
Gallaudet delivered an address chiefly 
explanatory of the rise, progress and 
present condition of the Deaf-Mute In¬ 
struction in Amerioa. An interesting 
feature of his address was his illustration 
of the Lord’s Prayer in signs. Then Mr. 
Johnson presented his address, delivering 
it in signs, Dr. Gallaudet reading from 
the manuscript. Next followed an ad¬ 
dress by our Associate, but it was not 
delivered by its author in signs, because, 
as he remarked in a preamble, it was not 
written as a pantomimic exercise. Dr. 
Gallaudet read it from the manuscript. 
Gentlemen of the city then made brief 
remai’ks, and after the passage of resolu¬ 
tions appointing a Board of Trustees with 
full powers, the meeting adjourned. 

A short session was held by the Board 
immediately afterwards and a much lon¬ 
ger one the next day, but what transpired 
at both meetings we, of course, cannot 
make public. 

Suffice it to say that the work has 
been begun in real earnest, and the men 
who have charge of it, are men of ex¬ 
perience in business details, of foresight, 
energy and judicious benevolence. We 
hazard nothing when we say that it is 
our firm belief that the institution will 
be opened in tho fall with about twenty 
pupils, and once started, we shall watch 
its course with interest. 

Mr. Johnson is an instructor of ex¬ 
perience, and whatever he is called up¬ 
on to do, will not be new to him; he 
has been over the whole ground before 
and every land mark is familiar. There 
are none who know him, that will not 
yield his claim to being an excellent in¬ 
structor of deaf-mute youth. 

If our readers happen to know of any 
uneducated deaf-mutes in their vicinity, 
they will confer a favor, and greatly aid 
the cause, by sending to the editor of 
this paper the name or names and resi¬ 
dence of all such. We will forward them 
to Mr. Johnson and, if near enough, he 
will take immediate steps to have them 
placed under instruction. 

We will have more to say of this insti¬ 
tution from time to time, as successive 
changes of interest are developed. 


Personal. 

The friends of Mr. Richard E. Bull 
will be glad to know that he reached his 
father-land in safety about the middle of 
July. A minor ,but doubtless interesting 
piece of information, is that he wasn't 


seasick the least bit during the voyage. 
He has been having a very good time, 
and likes Europe exceedingly. Our 
Hamburg advices would seem to make 
him due in New York about the last 
of this month. 

Affinor Topics. 

The Silent\Wtfrld tells us of a delegate 
at the Belleville Convention who was 
more curious than discreet. He saw a 
canoe near the Institution dock, and 
thought how nice it would be to have a 
little paddle in the Bay. So he stepped 
in and sat down, not in the canoe, but 
on the bottom of the Bay. When he 
emerged he encountered the merriment 
of his wife and lady friends, and quite 
unable to see anything to laugh at, he 
posted off to his room at a pace that 
would not have disgraced the legs of 
Weston. That delegate evidently needs 
experience before he can venture to “pad¬ 
dle his own canoe.” 

The National Clerc Memorial Union 
has collected up to the present day 
$3,069.96 for the object in which it is 
engaged, and after having paid all cur-* 
rent expenses,amountingto$68.77, leaves 
the handsome cash balance of $3,001,19 
in its Treasury. 

A gentleman in France seems to have 
hit upon some way by which he expects 
to make the deaf and dumb articulate, 
sufficiently distinct to make most of their 
wants known. He held an exhibition 
lately in Paris, at which the wife of the 
President of the Republic was present, 
and the pupils were made to pronounce 
her name quite distinctly. The exhibi¬ 
tor confined himself to showing results, 
and made no mention of the system he 
pursued, preferring, perhaps, to keep his 
own secret for the present. The gentle¬ 
man is an Italian musician, M. G. Rota 
by name, and states his results to have 
been acquired in fifty lessons of half an 
hour each. We much suspect that when 
his system is made known, it will be 
found to be own cousin to Mr. Bell’s 
Visible Speech. 

We clip the following from the laws 
of New York, l’ecently revised and pub¬ 
lished by the Secretary of State : 

DEAF AND DUMB. 

For the support and instruction of three hun¬ 
dred and seventy pupils at the Institution for 
Deaf and Dumb in New York, pursuant to chap¬ 
ter ninety-seven of the laws of eighteen hundred 
and fifty-two, or a proportionate amount for a 
shorter period of time than one year, or for a 
smaller number of pupils, as shall be duly veri¬ 
fied by affidavits of the president and secretary 
of the institution, one hundred and eleven thou¬ 
sand dollars; and this sum is in full of all de¬ 
mands upon the State in behalf of said institution 
during the next fiscal year. 

For the support and instruction of thirty pu¬ 
pils, at the Institution for the Improved Instruc¬ 
tion of Deaf-Mutes in New York, pursuant to 
chapter one hundred and eighty of tne laws of 
eighteen hundred and seventy, or a proportionate 
amount for a shorter period of time than one 
year, or for a smaller number of pupils, as shall 
bo duly verified by affidavits of the president 
and secretary of the institution, nine thousand 
dollars per copy.

Our New York Letter. 

(From Our Occasional Correspondent.) 

Mr. Editor :—Noticing in a recent 
issue of the Journal that you desire the 
mutes to write brief or lengthy letters 
for its columns, which contain something 
of interest to its many readers, and feel¬ 
ing encouraged by your kind editorial 
remarks, I resolved that I would pencil 
a few lines. As you said before, an edi¬ 
tor cannot supply all the news and items 
for the paper himself, and as he cannot 
be everywhere at the same time, he must 
look to his correspondents and readers 
for assistance in the great literary field. 
I am glad to see that the Journal is not 


quite so aristocratic and stuck up as the 
Silent World always has been from the 
very first day of its existence. 

The voluminous report of the 
proceedings at the late Belleville 
Convention are indeed very in¬ 
teresting. Among the most enthusias¬ 
tic and influential men in the debates, 
pro and con , were Dr. I. L. Peet, of N. 
Y.,Dr. E. M. Gallaudet, of Washington, 
Mr. W. Wilkinson, of California, Rev. 
T. Mclntire, of Ind., and Dr. P. G. Gil- 
let, of Illinois. The Convention 
proved more than successful, as the de¬ 
tailed report shows. One well-known 
name was missed from the long list 
of the New York delegation, 
that of H. P. Peet, Ph. D., LL. D. 
His presence on such an important occa¬ 
sion would have rendered invaluable aid, 
for the best days of his life were given to 
the cause of the deaf and dumb. He 
was looked up to by the friends of this 
class of unfortunate humanity as a man 
ot great experience and much learning. 
His life’s work is done and he has gone 
to be with his early associates in the 
field, Gallaudet and Clerc. 

Your former class-mate, Mr. James 
S. Wells, has just arrived here from Gal¬ 
veston, Texas, in company with his deaf- 
mute wife. We understand that they 
do not intend to return South again, and 
will make their home in this city. I 
suppose they have had enough of Texan 
life, and that the North has more attrac¬ 
tions for them. 

Madame Rumor says that there is a 
deaf-rmite couple living somewhere in 
Williamsburg, L. I., who have a baby 
boy with an uncommonly largo head, it 
measuring 27 by 19 inches. The boy is 
about a year old and good looking. 
He may not live long, and in case he dies 
the doctors will probably want his 
body for dissection. Some mutes, 
who have seen the child, say that 
his head is as big as a tea-kettle. This, 
if true, is an extraordinary freak of na¬ 
ture. 

The Holy Communion was adminis¬ 
tered to the inmates of the Home for 
Aged andlnfirmDeaf-Mutes by Dr. Gal¬ 
laudet, on Tuesday morning, the 2d inst. 
William Earnest, an old deaf-mute, was 
baptized at St. Ann’s Church, on the af¬ 
ternoon of the same day. He called at 
the Home a week or two ago and looked 
well. L.

Tho Deaf-Mute Institute. 

(From the Rone Sentinel.) 

There seems fair reason to hope that 
those who have interested themselves in 
the establishment of a deaf-mute school 
in Rome, may meet with all the success 
they anticipate. The public meeting at 
the Court House, Friday evening, was 
attended by as many as could be seated 
with comfort, and was marked by deep 
interest from first to last. Hon. C. Com¬ 
stock presided. Rev. Dr. Thos. Gallau¬ 
det, of New York, son of the great pi¬ 
oneer in this field of education, made a 
brief but interesting address. After him, 
Prof. Johnson, who will unite himself 
with the new enterprise, made an address 
in sign language, which Dr. Gallaudet 
read to the audience. An address by 
Mr. Seliney, a teacher in New York, 
was also read. 

The presence of Mrs. Gallaudet, wife 
of the father, and of the Avife of the son, 
both deaf-mutes, with quite a number of 
deaf-mute friends, all deeply interested 
in the success of the school, was a fea¬ 
ture of the evening, and not a few cu¬ 
rious eyes watched the flashing fingers 
with which these conversed, but we do 
not bear that any one in the audience 
overheard them say anything. 

On motion of Mr. Beach, a committee 
consisting of Hon. Calvert Comstock, 
Edward Huntington, David Utley, Gor¬ 
don N. Bissell, Samuel Wardwell, B. 
Whitman Williams and A. Sandford, 1 
was named to take such steps as might 
seem necessary to secure the inaugura¬ 
tion of the school. This committee has 
already had several meetings, and is 
meeting with every encouragement. 

The committee submits the following 
reportfor the consideration of ourcitizens: 
To the citizens of Rome : 

The proposition fcoestablish in this city 
an institution for the education of deaf- 
mutes, presented to you at the meeting 
at the Court House last Friday evening, 
seejned to enlist your sympathy. Doubt¬ 
less you saw in it the opportunity to aid 
a noble charity, and by the same action 
promote the pi-osperity of our town. It 
offered you the double luxury of doing 
good to others and to yourselves at the 
same time. It invited you to a pleasant 
combination of benevolence and self-in¬ 
terest. 

With a view to test the feasibility of 
the proposition, you appointed the un¬ 
dersigned a committee to examine the 
subject, and to take such action as prac¬ 
tical wisdom would approve. We share 
your sympathies and approve your pur¬ 
poses in respect to the matter referred 
to us. We know of no more benevolent 
work than that of practically opening 
the ears and loosening the tongues of 
those deaf to the voices of knowledge 
and wisdom, and dumb to the utterance 
of the wants and emotions of humanity; 
and we appreciate the value of a success¬ 
ful institution of the kind contemplated, 
not only in its direct promotion of the 
business and prosperity of the city, but 
also in its higher influence upon the in¬ 
telligence and culture of our inhabit¬ 
ants. 

In examining the subject, we arrive at 
the following conclusions : 

1. There will be no lack of pupils for 
such an institution. The New York 
Institution has over five hundred— 
probably as many as are desirable in one 
institution—and further provision for 
this class of persons is needed. An in¬ 
stitution here would be likely to attract 
pupils from Central and Northern New 
York, to the extent of the facilities we 
are able to provide. 

2. Such an institution, once establish¬ 
ed, can be supported. The State pays 
three hundred dollars each per annum 
for the support in such an institution of 
indigent deaf-mutes between the ages of 
12 and 25 years, and each county pays 
for those resident within it, under 12 
years of age, two hundred and thirty 
dollars each per annum. From these 
sources the New York Institution is 
mainly supported, the pupils being near¬ 
ly all of the above classes. 

3. But it is necessary that an institu¬ 
tion to be started here should have an 
outfit of furniture, &c., that a building 
should be secured (leased), and that the 
expenses of running the establishment 
should be provided for until it shall come 
into receipt of State and county aid. 
The preliminary arrangements should be 
sufficiently liberal to avoid failure and 
insure success. Your committee think 
that for these purposes a fund of not less 


than six thousand dollars should be se¬ 
cured by subscriptions, payable in quart¬ 
er-yearly installments from the first day 
of October next, 

The institution can be organized into 
a corporation under the general State 
law for that purpose. The gentleman 
who is proposed to take charge of it has 
been a teacher in the New York Insti¬ 
tution for ten years, and is fully endorsed 
by Rev. Dr. Gallaudet and others. The 
way seems to bo open for establishing in 
our city an institution for the instruction 
of the deaf and dumb, which may and 
probably will grow into consequence, and 
for many years dispense its beneficence and 
promote the prosperity and the reputa¬ 
tion of our beautiful and well beloved 
i town. 

But the success of tho enterprise 
awaits the action of our fellow-citi^ns. 
We commend it to your favor. With 
cheerful and general co-operation, the 
necessary fund can be speedily raised. 
This accomplished, the duty of the com¬ 
mittee will terminate, and the selection 
of trustees and the further organization 
will be in the hands of the subscribers to 
the fund.
